The mystery surrounding the 
controversial cabinets in the 
40 units of the Old Age Hous- 
ing Development, on Deming 
Way deepened, Tuesday night, 
when James P Donahue, member 
of the Wilmington Housing Au- 
thority, and former Chairman, 
declared that the shop draw- 
ings on file in the State 
Housing Board bore the date of 
March 1, 1962, 

Donahue told the Board, Tues- 
day night, that he and Chair- 
man Eddie Forest had gone to 
the Tremont Street office of 
the State Housing Board, on 
‘oril (sth., and asked to see 
the shop drawings. 

According to Donahue’s state- 
ment he was shown the drawings 
by a Mr Jack Littney, of the 
State housing Board office. 

There was nothing on the 
plans to show that they had 


been approved, Donahue stated, | 


He laid them down, and then 
later picked them up again, 
turned them over, and dis 
covered on the back that they 
bore @ legend, put on by a 
stamp, ‘Received March 1, 1962" 
Donahue told the Board t hat 
he drew the attention of Mr. 
Littney to the stamp, and that 
he ‘only reddened’. 

The cabinets were installed 
in the Old Age Housing several 
years ago, probably in 1958, 
and have been the subject of 
controversy for some months 
now, as Donahue has tried to
